The Sultan at first declined to accede to the 
demand; but on the

to shell the city he apologized and ordered 
the release of the prisoners. The other 
speck was at Hayti. In August last a revo- 
lution occurred. Salomon’s Government was 
overthrown, and Salomon. himself went to 
Paris, where he died shortly afterwards. A 
Provisional Government was organized with 
Gen. Legitime as Provisional President, 
Meanwhile a counter rebellion was organized 
in the north by Gen. Hippolyte. Legitime es- 
tablished a blockade, aud “ one of its first 
fruits the American steamer Haytian Repub- 
lic Was captured upon the charge of carrying 
insurgents and contraband goods.

tion of larger political privilege and in- 
creased humanity, a marked improvement in 
all departments of the public service, an in- 
creased development of the National re- 
sources, and progress all along the line in 
evety department of human industry. 


THE OLD YEAR ABROAD. 
Though the Old World has been at peace 
during the year political excitement has been 
almost continuous and warlike preparations 
continue to be made in spite of pacific as- 
surances. The Eastern question is still sim- 
mering. Last year opened with a vacancy 
in the Bulgarian Princedom, which was sub- 
sequently filled by Priece Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, in spite of Russia's opposi- 
tion, and there he still remains. In Feb- 
ruary Russia asked the Powers for a con- 
ference of Ambassadors to decide what 
action should be taken in regard to the po- 


sition of Ferdmand, but they declined, while | 


recognizing the election as illegal, to take 


any steps that would imperil the peace of 
Buigaria. Meanwhile the divorce procured | 
Dy King Milan of Servia has been followed 


by an unsettling of affairs in that province 
and the extension of Russian influence. The 


game for supremacy between Austria and 


Russia in the Balkan Peninsular, apparently 
rests for a time, but the opening of spring 
may witnesa new developments and another 
N to expedite her 
towards Constantinople, the goal of 

her ambition in Europe. In Asia she is 
steadily advancing her commercial interests 
dy means of her railroad from the Caspian, 
which is now rapidly approaching the Indian 
frontier, while another road is projected 
across Siberia. Within Russia proper little 
of interest has occurred except renewed 
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Germany has had an eventful yoat ST 
with the renewai of the alliance between 
Austria and Germany, which was followed 
by a pacific speech from Bismarck and the 
passage of a bill appropriating’ $70,000,000 and 
‘materially increasing the army to enforce 
the peace. March 9 the venerable Kaiser 
died and the Crown Prince Frederick Will- 
lam succeeded to the throne. His brave 
struggle for life and his strenuous efforts to 
introduce liberal reforms are well known. 
He died the 14th of June, lamented not only 
by Germany but by the world as a wise, 
brave, virtuous, and exemplary sovereign. 
His son William succeeded him and has 
spent most of his time since in visiting his 
royal neighbors of Russia; Sweden, Den- 
mark, Austria, and Italy, inclading the Pope, 
with all of whom, except the latter, he 
seems to have succeeded in establishing 
friendly relations. The publication of his 
father’s diary, the Bergmann-Mackenzie 
controversy, and the attitude of his English 
mother toward him have undoubtedly pro- 
duced a coolness:between Germany and En- 
giand, but it is not sufficient to endanger 
their relations. 

In tne Netherlands and in Scandinavia 
there have been Cabinet crises and violent 
strikes of workingmen, but nothing else of 
moment has occurred. Spain has also had a 
cabinet crisis and Sagasta is now at the head 


has been in a state of disaffection all the 
ear. Italy has had some trouble with Abys- 
sinia, growing out of her colonizing opera- 
tions at Massowan, but had little difficulty in 
bringing King John to terms. 

Events in the Dark Continent have been 
sufficiently noticed in connection with the 
operations of the European Powers. In Asia 
there has been little to note except the angry 
feeling of China towards this country grow- 
ing out of the Restriction bill and the serious 
revolt of Ishak Khan against the authority 
of the Ameer of Afghanistan, which was 
speedily putdown. Upon this continent one 
of the most striking events has been the 
final abolition of slavery in Brazl. Our 
Mexican neighbors have had a Presidential 
election and chosen Porfirio Diaz without 
serious opposition. The Canadians are dis- 
cussing annexation with more interest than 
ever, now that Commercial union appears 
impracticable and has been rejected by their 
Premier. It is hardly probable that the New 
Year will witness Miss Canadaat the Yankee 
round table, but there is a chair ready for 
her any time she wants to come.

THE ANNUAL REVIEW. 

This issue contains Tun Triscns review 
of the trade and commerce of Chicago for 
the year 1888. The results presented in the 
‘compilation are not less interesting than 
those for most former years, though they do 
not contain so much of variety as did some 
preceding ones. The figures show but a 
slight gain over the total measure of busi- 
ness activity for 1887, the increase for tnat 


year being a phenomenal one, exceeding 


10 per cent. The comparative meagre- 
ness of the result will surprise not 


mercial and manufacturing. energies of 
the city were augmenting at a rapid rate 
during the greater part of last year, and may 
be doubted by some whose faith in the 
„ greatness of Chicago will not allow them 
to believe in the possibility of even a partial 

in ber onward march to the posi- 
tion of superiority over all other cities in the 
United States. But the figurés may be de- 
pended upon as substantially correct, since 
they have been prepared on the same plan 


and under the same direction as were Tun 


TRisUNE summaries for many preceding 
years, which are the only ones outside of the 
census reports that give a pecuniary measure 
of the commerce and manufacturing indus- 
tries of this city. 

The fact of a small increase is easily ac- 
éounted for. It was a Presidential year. Its 
predecessors, 1884 and 1876, each showed a 
big falling off, and 1880 furnished an excép- 
tion, partly because the whole country was 
passing through a season of advancing prices 
due to the then recent resumption of specie 
payments. The average falling off in for- 
mer times of National election excitemeat 
points to not far from $25,000,000as a proper 
allowance to be made for it in the aggregate 
of last year. As the en of this city 1s 
a little more than 1 per cent the total for the 
United States it may be inferred that the ex- 
citements of a Presidential campaign actual- 
ly lessen the volume of business transacted by 
the people of this country to the extent of 
about 2.000, 000,000. But such an inference 
is open to the objection that much of this ap- 
parently lost energy is really distributed 
among the other three years, subsequent 
activity being all the greater for the tem- 
porary interruption. On this hypothesis it 
would not be necessary to hunt for special 
causes to bring round a satisfactory increage 
in the exhibit for the coming twelve months 
as compared with the corresponding period 
that has just lapsed into history. 

There were, however, other reasons. Our 
réceipts of wheat in 1887 exceeded those of 
1886 by nearly one-third, the grain being sent 
here in large quantity from all over the 
West to fili sales made at the high prices that 
ruled during the Harper attempt to run a 
corner. Not only was this stimulus wanting 
last year, the Hutchinson squeeze in Septem- 
ber being limited to three days, but the crops 
of 1887 and 1888 were both below an average, 
giving a smaller movement at other points 
as well as in this city for the last twelve 
months. The receipts here were less by one- 
third. The scarcity of hogs in the West 
necessitated a further ialling-off lu ro- 
ceipts and in the amount of hog-packing. 
On the other side of the account we 
have a record of much larger arrivals ot oorn 
and oats, dus to speculative excitement ‘here 
earlyin the year and to bounteous érops 
later, while the movement of and the 
dressed beef industry show important gains, 
and the breaking up of @ dry spell by in- 
creasing the yield of grass led to ‘an aue- 

mented business in butter, cheese, hides, 
and wool. The manufacturing interests of 
the city have prospered except in 8 — 
products, and winter clothing. 
named item is one of a number of 3 
departments which have suffered severely by 
the prolonged absence of what is known as 
“seasonable weather” in both halves of the 
year. There was practically no spring, and 
ee — 
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Eonefited the country as a whole, but it has 
not abolished the discriminations by which 
all except a favored few shippers in this city 
are obliged to pay more for transportation 
service than is exacted from those at most 
other competing points in the West. The 
e of differentials on which the roads 
are operated is notoriously unfair. It is 
apologized for by the plea that time is 
lost by the making ot transfers here, and 
that it costs money to switch from one set of 
tracks to another. No such excuse can be 
urged in mitigation of the charge of unfair- 
ness in sucha case as thé lévying of more 
than twice as much for carrying hogs from 
Missouri River points to this city as is ac- 
cepted for carrying the product of interior 
packing-houses over precisely the same 
route. Yet this has been the rule for months 
past, and the promise that the wronk should 

be partiy abated from and after today does 
not atone for past injustice so glaring as to 


‘suggest that certain railroad officials use 


their power unfairly for the purpose 
of building up rival interests to those 
of Chicago. It will be remembered, 
too, that the recent exposure of an 
illegal freight transaction brought out the 
inadvertent admission that the same Eastern 
line charged 244 cents per 100 pounds more 
on shipments from Chicago than to shippers 
from Peoria, With such odds to fight against 
it is a wonder that the merchants of Chicago 
can stand their ground, to say nothing of 
rolling Up an annual increase in the vo;ume 
of their business which excites the efivy of 
would-be rivals as well as the admiration of 
the world. 

The total trade of the year, as medsuréd on 
the plan heretofore adopted, aggregates 
$1,123,000,000, being an increase of 1% per 
cent. This is closely true of the quantity of 
property handled, as well as of ite selling 
value, a rise in prices of some articles being 
accompanied by a decline in others. This is 
the first selling value of all the movable 
property, except the precious metals, which 
arrived in the city during the year, and the 
additional value which some of it acquired 
by being passed through manufacturing 
processes. The total does not include any 
second or subsequent handling, whether on 
the Board of Trade or by the retailer, except 
some inevitable duplications, and these are 
allowed for by a suitable deduétion 
from the grand total. The numerous trans- 
actions in futures on Change, the sales of 
securities on the Stock Exchange and by the 
vanks, and the transfers pf real estate, are 
all excluded from the coyat.. This will ex- 
plain the tact that the tdtai measure of trade 
for the year is only about) 40 per cent of the 
volume of bank cleari Were they added 
in the total would mpch more than exceed 


double the volume of clearings. The last- 


named is but a faint reflex of the prosperity 
that attended the banking business during 
the year. It has found active employment 
for its capital; has mét with comparatively 


few losses, and is estimated to be worth not 


far from 10 per cent more than twelve months 
ago, including dividends. 

There are some other things besides the 
closing of the Presidential campaign which 
may be accepted as indications that the busi- 
ness of the coming .year will show com- 
paratively large increase, The introduction 
of oil as a fuel on a large scale in our manu- 
facturing establishments has already effect- 
ed a material cheapening in the cost of pro- 
duotiqa in some lines. The movement of 
hogs-and all the cereals except wheat prom- 
ises to be much larger between this and next 
harvest time, and our merchants cannot well 
experience more unfavorable. weather for 
the spring and winter trade than they 


did in the last twelve months. There is 


not much room to hope for great activi- 
ty im railroad building, but our rolling- 
mills may find employment in the turn- 
ing out of rails to replace old and lighter ones 
in the making of superior roads, and the 
manufacturers of roliing stock bid fair to 
have about all they can do in increasing the 


‘equipments of already existing lines. Ap- 


parently the West has not much food to spare 
to Europe before another harvest, unless the 
people of the Old World learn to eat corn. 
The mutterings of war which are heard from 
across the Atlantic, and which many fear are 
the prelude to an armed struggle between 
several of the Great Powers next summer, 
may prove to be false alarms. If not, fight- 
ing on a large scale in the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere would probably involve an increase in 
the commerce and manufactures of this city.

Dec. 31.—The Manu/factur- 
ers’ Record, in its annual review of the South’s 
industrial progress, shows that the capital 
represented by new mining and manufactur- 
ing enterprises organized in 1888 was $168,- 
800,000.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was a fairly satis- 
factory one to lenders most ofthe year. The 
supply of funds was generally ample, but not 
sufficientiy oppressive to bring about an era 
of low rates except during a short time in 
the heated term, when some loans were 
made as lowas 4 per cent. Tue other ex- 
treme was represented by 10 per cent, which 
is said to have been paid for carrying some 
of the low-priced wheat in store bere through 
last winter, but that probably included in- 
surance, and perhaps some other charges. 
The range was generally 5 to 7, the outside 
being the rule last month, with 8 paid by q 
casional borrowers, including some wo 
were ing street produce. Tue rates 
paid on loans by a leading broker were 
as follows: First two months 6, next three 
months 53¢, May 1 to Oct. 1 5, with some at 
444, thence to a month ago 5 to 7, and in 
December the ruling rate was 6 per 
cent, but a few loans were made 
at 7. There has been an average gradual in- 
crease in deposits, and the banks all re- 

rt a prosperous year’s business, their 

unds being constantly employed close up to 
the reserves, thus yielding in the aggregate 
large earnings. They have incre their 
carry of local bonds and. securities for 
brokers’ account, which has added materially 
to the profitable employment of bank funds. 
One or two of the newer banks have met 
with losses which necessitated assessments on 
the stockholders, one (the American) has re- 
covered a part of the loss sustained in 1887 by 
the Harper failure, and there has been one 
failure of a bank, the Traders’, which was 
not a Natsonal institution. The toliowing 
was the recent condition of the National 
banks in this city as reported to the Con-

The market for local securities has gained 
largely in activity, both among the brokers 
and on the Stock Exchapwe. Early in the 
year a wider interest was taken in the stocks 
and bonds of the new street railroad com- 
pany organized by the Philadelphia syndi- 
cate for controlling the North Chicago sys- 
tem, and which gained possession of the 
West Division lines late in 1887. These se- 
curities gave active employment to the brok- 
ers. Then the gas trusts and bonds came 
into promine and the ups and downs of 
these securities ve formed a leading sub- 
ject of discussion and trade the greater part 
of the year.

The movement of 
flaxseed and — was less, while the 
same cause that uced: the packing 
here to smaller dimensions — 4 — re- 
ceipts from other points. “The hogs were 
not in the country,” and therefore could 
neither be shipped nor packed so oumerously 
as during the tweive preceding montns. But 
the receipts of cattle were much larger, as 
were those of hides, wool, butter, and c . 
the latter articles being more abundant be 
cause of the breaking upof the long drouth 
which had given a smali grass crop for two or 
three years preceding. Coal and lumber show a 
further increase, in spite of high prices for 
the former and the introduction of the po- 
troleum pipe line at South Chicago, which 
has diminished the demand for consumption 
of other fuel im the manufactories of that re- 
gion. We haye done much less in tne shape 
of direct exports of breadstuffs to Europe, 
except in corn. Our big shipments of wheat 
in 1587 were mostly of what was ten Dank- 
rupt stock.“ and it was done at prices which 
were far below the selling values in 1888. 
The decline in this particular doés not war 
rant the idea that Chicago has decreased in 
importance as a wheat market. Ou the con- 
trary, the trade as a whole has perceptibly 
broadened, and the influence of this city on 
current prices elsewhere is certainly not on 
the wane. : 

Speculation in produce was decidedly more 
active than in 1887. In that year there was 


little besides the June deal in wheat to ex 


cite outside enthusiasm, and business on 
the Board of Trade was dull most of the 
time. Last year witnessed speculative press- 
ures in wheat, corn, lard, oats, ** and 
seeds, the one in September wheat forcing 
prices up to the highest point known since 
the wer. As a consequence the farmers 
realized better prices for their stuff, there 
was less complaining on the board, and some 
improvement in the price of memberships. 
There was aiso less of domination by a tew

and in addition to that broke his record as

* really set in about the middle 
of November, 1887, and since then the trade 
has been out of the slough of despond into 
which it had slowly sunk deeper and deeper 
for about three years with apparently no 
hope of recovery. The greater uncertainty 
with regard to crop prospects furnished the 
‘stimulus for more speculation, and this ena- 
bled the trade to shake off the incubus 
which had gradually pressed prices down to 
the starvation point for the producer and 
reduced the several markets to the position 
of pits in which a living might be scalped out 
of the charges for carrying gruin and pro- 
visions from one month to another. It 
was a merciless policy, and the men who en- 
gineered it and grew fat upon it have within 
the last few months lost a large part of their 
“hard earned money through inability to 
——— the radical change in conditions 
which arose out of fears of crop failure, and 
was fostered by a voluntary reduction of the 
warehousing cnarges for storing grain in this 
city. The concession, made last February, 
cut in two the cost ot holding grain in 
store except during the winter, making it but

The consequence is that a great 
deal of grain goes around us which the deal- 
ers in the country would prefer to send here, 
but ship to the seaboard by other routes be- 
cause they can obtain cut rates which are 
not allowed to shippers from this ‘city.

Meld in Washington Today. 

Wasaineron, D. C., Dec. 31.—[Special.]— 
ments are perfected for the great 
congress of colored Catholics to be held at 
St. Augustine’s Church tomorrow. Cardinal 
in attendance and will 
hasermion.

He is a full-bloodeu 
negro, and his face, which is rather copper 
colored, is typical of his race. He is a native 
of Missouri, and while a slave was baptized 
into the Catholic Church. Upon gaining his 
freedom he removed with his family to Quin- 
cy, where he was educated at the parish 
school. Upon graduating at St. Frances’ 
College in Quincy he was sent to Rome, 
where he studied six years and was ordained. 
encountered no prejudice whatever,” he 
said to a reporter, “and after my ordination 
celebrated mass for four weeks in St. Au- 
gustine’s, Rome, where Princes and poten- 
tates worship.

THE NEW RAPID-FIRE CANNON, 


Remarkable Success of John Bull's’ Latest 
Weapon. 

New York Times: Information has been 
received in this country through military 
channels of the complete success of the trial 
of the new English Armstrong 6-inch rapid- 
fire gun. This gun is a development of the 
Armstrong 4.72-inch rapid-fire gun, whicn 
succeeded in throwing in 1 minute and 40 
seconds 10 projectiles, each capable ot pierc- 
ing 9 inches of iron. The wonderful suc- 
cess of the latter gun, commoniy known as 
“ the rapid-firing 36-pounder,’’ gave, the Brit- 
ish an advantage in naval warfare which 
foreign officers were quick to perceive, It 
was found that the projectties which could 
be fired with such extraordinary rapidity 
weighed no less than 45 pounds and had a 
velocity of 2,073 foot seconds, and were 


capable of penetrating 9 inches of iron and 2 


feet of oak and teak. The whole weight of 
the gun is oniy 4,200 pounds. 

Notwithstanding the efficiency of the 4.72. 
inch gun it was decided by the British Ord- 
nance Board to construct a 6-inch rapid fire 
gun on the same plan as the former. The 
question immediately arose, Will a Cinch 
Armstrong resist the heat resulting from 
a fire of such rap4ity? As a result 
of the trial it has been found that 
the gun has stood intact the enor- 
mous pressure to which it has been sub- 
jected, and instead of forty-five pound pro- 
jectiles the British now haveagun which 
will throw, with almost the same rapidity, 
projectiles weighing 110 pounds, with a pen- 
etration of ten and a half inches of iron and 
four feet of oak and teak. The powder 
charge is nearly forty-two pounds in weight 
and the chamber pressure over seventeen 
and a halt tons. 

The great advantage possessed by these 
British rapid fire gunsis the rapidity with 
which they can be loaded and fired. For 
some time past the 1,700 ton class of British 
cruisers have relied upon them almost 
wholly for their armaments, a vessel of the 
Garnet class, for instance, asking for no bet- 
ter battery. 

The new torpedo cruiser Rattlesnake of 
the British service carries forward on her 
forecastie her only gun, which consists of a 
rapid-fire gun having a range of five miles. 
The Rattlesnake. which has a speed of twen- 
ty-two knots per hour, is able to work this 
gun, in an ordinary sea way, while running 

at her highest rate of speed. 

In no particular are the rapid-fire guns 80 
advan us as when employed in repelling 
torpedo-boat nicht attacks or in clearing a 
beach of an enemy sheltered behind intrench- 
ments and earthworks. In the engagement 
at Suakim the other day the Racer and Star- 
ling used their rapid- guns with more 
than usual success, and were instrumental 
in contributing not a small part to the vic- 
tory of Gen. Grenfell. 

Several attempts have been made to intro- 
duce this British gun into the American serv- 
ice, but so far nothing exactly like it has 
been adopted. The American service is de- 
pending in the main on Hotchkiss’ revolving 
cannon, Hotchkiss’ quick-fire guns, and Gat- 
lings for its secondary batteries.
